started that will not only apply to 
Rnshville but to the entire county. 
Rumors of 
gambling and various 
games have been frequent in the past 
few months and from all indications 
the 
grand jury 
found a profitable 
field. 
Of the 
indictments 
so far ac­ 
counted for of the total of 45 re­ 
turned by the grand jury, the most 
serious is that against William Hold­ 
en and Joe Lakin. They are charged 
with aiding a prisoner in escaping. 
Neithei* of the men entered a plea, 
and each gave bond in the sum of 
$500 for their appearance. 
The in­ 
dictments charged that on Oct. 30, 
1916, they aided 
New'ton 
Casey, a 
prisoner at that 
time in the Rush 
county jail in escaping. It is alleged 
that Holden loaned Casey his over­ 
coat and obtained a suit case for him 
and then aided Casey in getting into 
the automobile owned by Joe Lakin. 
The indictments relate Lakin and 
Holden saw that Casey was taken 
to the stop on the Pennsylvania rail­ 
way, known as MeMillin stop, where 
he got aboard a train. Since this in­ 
dictment became public it is recalled 
that Casey was a witness before the

Holden and Lakin is $50 and three 
months imprisonment. 
P. A. Miller, owner of the Grand 


Hotel, was indicted on two charges, 
various men it {je 
charged with renting a house 
for gaming purposes and with gam­ 
ing. 
Ora Morgan, 
caught in the 
drag-net that seems to have envel­ 
oped the 
Grand, is 
charged 
with 
keeping a gaming house and with 
gaming. 


Charles Perkins faces two charges 
of gaming. One charge is for shoot­ 
ing craps and the other for playing 
poker. It is alleged that he gambled 
for $2 in the poker game and for $3 
in the craps game. 
The indictments 
charge that he played with persons 
unknown to the 
members 
of the 
grand jury. 


Samuel W. Nicholas was arraigned 
for renting a house for gaming pur­ 
poses and pleaded guilty, paying his 
fine of $10 aud costs, the minimum 
under the law. 
The arrest of Nich­ 
olas follows that of Earl Albright, 
who last Saturday pleaded guilty to 
charges of 
gaming and 
keeping a 
gaming house. 
The Nicholas charge 
followed because it was alleged he 
rented the place to Albright. 
Clayburn 
(Jack) 
Stonecipher 
pleaded guilty to running a gaming 
house and was fined $10 and costs. 
Stonecipher operated a rhnm^game 
and as this game was recently de- 
cluced to be gambiing by a jury in 
circuit court he quickly decided to 
M ith M l m f a p C.

Ora Cline, defeated candidate for 
read supervisor 
in District No. 2, 
Rushville township, 
has made good 
his threat to contest the election of 
James Bhanahau. 
The action 
has 
neon filed in the court of the county 
commissioners and will come for an 
early hearing. 
The suit 
to contest 
the election is directed at Shanahan 
and William Dagler, the other can- 
di lutes. 
In his 
complaint 
to coptest the 
election of Shanahan, 
Cline 
avers 
there were 68 voters in the district 
•who presented 
themselves 
at 
the 
polls and according 
to the returns 
of the election board Shanahan re­ 
ceived 3$ votes, Dagler 12 and Cline 
17. 
Cline alleges that -a total 
of 
29 votes w'eie cast for him and av­ 
ers that William A. Alexander, the 
inspector illegally and fraudulently, 
in counting the votes, only counted 
17 votes for him. 
The 
complaint 
states 
that the 
plaintiff is informed 
and believes 
that 12 votes were taken from the 
ballot box by the inspector and de­ 
stroyed and claims that if they had 
been counted 
correctly 
he would 
have 
received 
a 
plurality 
over 
Shanahan. 
Cline in his complaint 
offers several 
explanations as .to 
what could have been done with>tbe 
12 votes he ‘claims to have received 
and which he says 
w ere not count­ 
ed. 
The complaint points out that the 


record of the election board show­ 
ed a total of 68 
votes 
cast 
but 
when the ballot box was returned to 
Trustee J. V. Young there were but 
67 votes in the box. 
Cline claims in his complaint that 
12 votes cast for him were destroy­ 
ed and votes for Shanahan substi­ 
tuted or that 12 of his 29 votes wrere 
not properly placed 
in the ballot 
box by the 
inspector. 
The com­ 
plaint makes the inspector respon­ 
sible for the controversy and Dag­ 
ler is made a defendant 
to answ'er 
to any interest he may have in the 
election. 
The eontestor asks that 
he be declared elected 
and entitled 
to the office. 
Kiplinger 
and 
Smith represent 
Cline. By bringing this action it is 
hoped to open the entire controversy 
and. Cline believes he will be able 
to show' that 29 men voted for him. 
The election has resulted in con­
